‘The first of these was detailed 
to me by a South Carolinian. 

In the selection of jurors in criminal cases in South Caro'ina 
the procedure is marked by much formality. The defendant stan is 
at the bar with his counsel. As a prospective juror comes forward he 
takes a position facing the accused. The clerk of the court holds out 
the Bible, on which the citizen places bis hand. The clerk, In solemn 
tones, then says: 

“Juror, look upon the prisoner. Prisoner, look upon the juror. 
What say you?" 

To which the defendant. prompted by his lawyer, is supposed to 
reply: 

“Swear him,” or “I object,” according to whether the candidate 
for jury service is, or is not. acceptable to the side of the defense. 

In a murder case, in Colleton County. a member of the pane! was 
an unshorn countryman, who never before had been called upon to 
serve the State in this capacity and who was unfamiliar with the 
routine. 

When his name was called he stepped briskly forward and at the 
words of the clerk: “What say you?” he turned to His Honor on 
the bench and said: “Judge, 1 think. by gum, he’s guilty!” 

The incident of Which I have personal recadlection came to pass 
In the first trial of Harry Thaw for the murder of Stanford White. 
As I recall it now, we were on the second week of jury £ettinge, and 
the box was siill not half filled. The novelty of this part of it had 
worn off and we men for the afternoon papers were sending in nothing 
except short bulletins every half hour or so. just to show that we had 
not gone to sieep on the assignment. The reporter for one of the | 
German afternoon papers had a place at the press table next to mine. |

lens convex glasses on his nose. He looked as if he might be an 
exchange editor or a subeditor. He entered with a bustle, took out 
a foreign-made fountafn pen, squared himself to it, and began senud- 
ing away page after page by a relay of serious-minded German copy 
boys. 

The lawyers were weeding out the talesmen fast. A solid-looking 
citizen mounted the stand and began to answer the customary open 
ing questions touching on his qualifications—what he thought about 
capital punishment, how he regardéd expert testimony as compared 
16 Other testimony, and the rest of it.
